technical superiority, might contribute 
substantially to forcing our enemies to 
yield.

“This effort to cloud the relations he- 
tween the two countries is due either to 
internal political motives or to foreign 
influences, England and the other 
entente Powers are prepared to make 
difficulties for Germany. Owing “to 
this clear intention, the situation again 
has become serious.“ 

The Germania recalls the fact that 
Feb. 4 is the anniversary of the issuance 
of the German proclamation. establish- 
ing a war zone about the British Isles. 
It says the most important consequence 
was the destruction of the Lusitania. 

“This case, so far from being settled, 
has reached an especially critical 
point,” it continues. ““‘We cannot un- 
derstand v hat moved America to take 
her present step. It is most certain 
that the sinking of the Lusitania Was 
absolutely within the provisions of the 
German proclamation and therefore 
there can be no talk of illegality, unless 
our commercial war round about Great 
Britain is to be deprived of its basis. 

The Germania refrains from further 
comment, saying: “Perhaps a better 
opportunity will soon be offer

Lusitania Situation Critical. 


Theodor Wolff, editor in chief of

“Many persons have long believed 
the Lusitania matter settled, but one 
must, unfortunately say that it has 
become rather critical. Following 
the long oral and writtten negotia- 
tions, the question is back where it 
began, namely, in the demands of the 
first American note that Germany in-

The press continues to discuss the 
cabled report regarding those proposals 
of Mr. Lansing. The Koelnische Volks 
Zeitung, an organ of the Catholic party, 
says that the proposals are absolutely 
inacceptable, as their acceptance would 
signify the abandonment of the entire 
German submarine campaign against 
the commerce of the lies.

The British Govern- 
ment refused such prises entry into 
British ports, whith Secretary Seward 
declared to be the death blow of priva- 
teering.“ The British contention, alsa, 
is that the old Pryesian treaty of 18233

Goes as Architects’ Chief to Op- 
pose Tall Smokestacks Near 
Washingten. Monument. 


John Lawrence Mauran of 4 Vande- 
venter place, recently elected president 
of the American Institute of Architects,

It has 
passed the House and was upon the 
reint of being passed in the Senate 
hen Senater Newlands raised an ab 
section and proposed an amendment. 

The most ¢ciscouraging feature of. the 
b l. Mauran said, is that it is a part 
of the Urgent Deficiency Appropriation G 
measure, ‘which must go through Con- 
Eress as soon as possible. The present 
‘bili is merel¥ to provide money for the 
erection of the plart. The site for the 
Mant was decided upon and its erection 
authorized by a measure which already 
has passed both hauses and has been 
signed by the President. .

OWEN CASE TRAL 


Neither Grimm Nor. Kimmel 
Wants to Hear Evidence Against 
Former Water Collector. 


Rivaling the éxchange of diplomatic 
notes in the Lusitania controversy, there 
has been almost continuous <orrespond- 
ence since Jan 14 between Circuit Judge 
Grimm and Judge Kimmel of the Crim- 
inal Courts division as to which of them 
should conduct the trial of John B. 
Owen, former Collector of Water Rates, 
charged with embezzlement. The case 
is set for next Tuesday. 

Judge Grimm on Jan. 14 ordered that 
the case be transferred to Judge Kim- 
mel’s court. As his reason, he asserted 
that he “feared he might be prejudiced.’’ 

On Jan. 2% Judge Kimmel sent the 
papers back to Judge Grimm, accompa- 
nied by a note in which he said the 
transfer was in violation of rule 2, par- 
agraph 8 ot the rules of Circuit Court 
practice. 

Judge Grimm refused to accept the 
papers and for a time they remained in 
the clerk’s possessioh. Judge Kimmel 
next wrote a note to Judge Grimm, say- 
ing he did not desire to try the case, as 
he had a prejudice. He also said Judge 
Grimm's transfer of the case was not 
in accord with section 5198 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, because it did not allege 
a prejudice on Judge Grimm's part, but 
only a fear of prejudice. In support of 
this he cited a decision in the case of 
the State against Silva in 1995. 

Judge Grimm on Jan. 27 sent the pa- 
pors back to Judge Kimmel, accom- 
panied dy a note in which he said the 
transfer was regular and that if Judge 
Kimmel had a prejudice he could dis- 
qualify himself. He said the statute 
quoted by Kimmel did not apply at the 
time the Silva case was decided, as the 
statute did not go into effect until 1897.

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Virgil Simpson; 21, Shocked to 
Death in Christian Brothers 
College Laboratory. 


Virgil Simpson, A years old, of 138) 
Union boulevard, was killed by an 
electric shock in the electrical labora- 
tory of Christian Brothers’ College last 
night just as he had completed the con- 


struction of apparatus designed to in- 
crease the radius of the college’s wire- 
less telegraph station. 

Simpson was an employe of the Ma- 
loney Engineering Co. and was a son 
of Stanley B. Simpson, assistant man- 
ager of the Meyer Bros. Drug Co. He 
was one of several students who in- 
stalled the wireless station at Christian 
Brothers’ College and he was actively 
in charge of the station until his grad- 
uation in June, 1914 Since then he had 
continued to take an interest in it and 
spent much of his spare time in. the col- 
lege laboratory 

Simpson was killed by a transformer 
which he had made, and which he in- 
tended to give to the college. He had 
just put the dinishing touches on it, and 
was testing it when he received the fatal 
shock. This transformer and a larger 
one were connected, and the current 
was taken from a light socket. At the 
socket the lighting current had an in- 
tensity of only 110 volts, but this volt- 
age was greatly increased after the 
current entered the transformers. 

Electricity Professor Near. 
Brother John, electricity professor at 
the college, was with Simpson in the 
taboratory. He told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that he was at the ether 
end of the room with his back turned 
to Simpson, when, he heard a sputtering 
noise. Turning, he saw Simpson holding 
the ends of two wires, and seemingly 
unable to let go.

Meat Substitutes ö 


9 
CCORDING to the Missouri College 
A of Agriculture, many of us are vat- 
ing entirely too much meat. 
Meat furnishes protein, which is an 
important muscle builder and source of 
energy,. but it has two great objections 
It costs more each year, and it is very 
likely to putrefy in the process of di- 
gestion and form objectionable acids 
and other products which are injurious 
to the health. Muscle-building foods of 
other kinds can be substituted for that 
furnished by meat if we will use eggs, 
nuts, peas, beans and similar things in- 
stead of meat for one or two of the 
three daily meals. 
Fish is not a good substitute for meat 
from this standpoint, as it has the same 


kind of protein which forms objection- | 


able acids. 


The extent to which other foods can 


be substituted for meat depends in part 
upon the character of the work being 
done. Less meat and a greater propor- 
tion of meat substitutes should be used 
by those who work indoors, than by 
those who are in the open air most o? 


-the time, but even those who are work- 


ing hard in the open air often get along 
well with little meat after they have 
been accustomed to the substitutes. 


Imitation Pearls. 
LEVER imitation pearls have been 
made by filling thin glass bulbs 
with a solution of fish scale nacre. An- 
other method is to coat the inside of the 
glass bulbs with a 10-per-cent gelatin so- 
lution which is allowed io become only 
partially dry before a small amount o: 
sodium phosphate is added, then the | 
drying process is continued slowly. The | 
imitations look much like genuine pearls, 
but they can be detected by noting the 
place where the bulbs have been sealed.

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New Dust Preventive. 


ALCIUM chloride as a dust pre- 
ventive is being exploited, and it is 
said to be efficient. It has been recently 
tried on 2% miles of gravel roads i: 
Grand Rapids and vicinity by the high- 
way commissioners of Kent County, 
Michigan. The chemical was placed on 
the road by a distributing machine, a 
grain seeder, which dropped about one 
and one-half pounds to the square yard, 
It was found to be preferable to apply 
the calcium chloride in the afternoon so 
avoid heavy traffic and obtain quicker 
and deeper penetration, due to the cocl, 
moist air of the evening. In order to 
prevent the chloride from being carried 
off and scattered by traffic it was not 
applied until the roads had been sprin- 
kled with water or after rain. 

When “this rule was followed it re- 
mained where it was placed and traffic 
packed it into the ground, instead of 
picking it up on the wheels.

Taking the shipments of leading arti- 
cles from St. Louis during the preceding 
month, there were 489,830 barrels of 
flour, as Compared with 469,420 in.Janu- 
ary of last year; wheat, 3,068,330 webhets,

against 64,730; barley, 39,730 bushels, 
against 2,230; dran, 90,940 bushels, 
against 85,770; hides, . 8,488,500 pounds. 
against 7,900,000; lead, 152,980 pigs, against 
136,340; zinc and spelter, 416,820 slabs, 
against 321, 110; hams, 1,359,700 pounds. 
against 1,302,400; meats, 21,819,900 pounds, 
against 17,776,300; lard, 9,838,900 pounds, 
against 6,370,200; hogs, 113,638 head, 
against 109,722; fresh beef, 28, 806, 100 
pounds, against 24,085,200. In the line of 
receipts there is about the same showing 
of increase.

Healthfulness ls Widespread. 


But there is another quarter from 
which evidence of decided business Ac- 
tivity and healthfulness comes, a quar 
ter in which the element of dependabil- 
ity is equally strong and at the sante 
time more general in scope. There is 
found the same story as told by the 
Merchants’ Exchange figures. In its 
report to the Federal Reserve Board at 
Washington for Jauuary, forwarded this 
week, the St. Loujs Federal Reserve Di. 
trict set forth the facts of heavy ship- 
ments of freight, a shortage of railway 
cars as a result of exceptionaj demand 
for them, building rush, excellent retail 
business and continued activity ii 
wholesale lines. This was not alone fur 
St. Louis, but for the entire district, in- 
cluding the greater part of Missouri, 
Southern Illinois, Southern Indians. 
Western Kentucky, Tennessee, Missis- 
sippi and Arkansas. The report adds: 
“The healthy, prosperous business con- 
dition which has developed in this dis- 
trict in the past few months continues. 
Reports received from practically every 
branch of industry in the district show 
a general increase ir shipments. In only 
a few cases have shipments been repor't- 
ed below normal and many firms re- 
port gains as high as 40 per cent.“ 


The trade territory of St. Louis, in- 
térnational and nation wide in many 
lines, in very many others extends far 
beyond the Federe! Reserve district. 
Kansas, for example, is an important 
field for local enterprise, and out there 
there are resources from 1915 products 
which create demand for St. Louis com- 
mercial and industrial lines far beyond 
anything in the past. The agricultural 
products are given a value of 80.561. 480 
by J. C. Mohler, secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture, an increase of 
38102. 728,014 over 10 years ago. and her 
livestock is valued by the same author- 
ity at $10,655,642, an increase of $140,- 
854.485 over 1906. It is in the Kansas 
field that a fair proportion of the $2,000,- 
(00 increase of ments by three of 
the larger wholesale dry gcoas he uses 
for January, as compared with the lixe 
tnonth a year ago, took place. 


Outlook Highly Reassuring. 
Not only did the first month of the 
current year set that record, but author- 
ities in the wholesale dry goods trade 
are unanimous in the belief that a tre- 
mendous business throughout the spring 
season is assured. In this connection it 
may be added that the business world 


generally anticipates indefinite contin- 


uance of healthy activity because of the 
reasonably certain stable financial con- 
dition established by the Federal reserve 
banking system. 

A single drawback of serious char- 
acter exists at this time, that being in- 
ability of railroads to furnish cars in 
number sufficient to handle the traffic 
offered. Until a few months back these 
transportation instituuons were not dis- 
posed to build vp their rohing stock be- 
cause of financial conditions and unccr- 
tainty as to the future. That position 
has been entirely abandoned. It is now 
altogether a question of having their or- 
ders for cars and locomotives filled 
within the next few months. But they 
arc insistent customers of the industries 
engaged in supplying them, and their 
demands cannot fail to quicken the ac- 
tivities of the manufacturers to the ut- 
most.

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HOUSE TO BE URGED fo 
PUSH PHILIPPINE BILL 


Measure, Passed in Senate By 52-24 Vote, Gives 
Independence Within Four Years— 


Solid Party Backing. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Philip- 
pines bill today went to the House from 
the Senate, where it was passed by a 
vote of 52 to 24, last night. As finally 
approved, the measure would grant in- 
dependence to the Philippines Islands 
within four years and provide for a 
greater degree of self-government. 

In the House prompt action on the 
bill, which is said to meet with Presi- 
dent Wilson’s approval, will be urged. 
Administration leaders apparently are 
confident that it will have the approv- 
al of the House Democratic majority. 

The bill passed in the Senate by the 
solid vote of the Democrats, with the 
aid of six Republican-Progressives. 

Ineffectual attempts were made, 
however, by Democrats, led: by Sena- 
tor Stone, to amend the independence 
clause of the bill.

It is understood that the bill goes to 
the House backed by President Wilson 
and will be pressed for early action. 
Administration leaders seemed confident 
the bill, including the independence fea- 
ture, which Democratic Senators de- 
clare squares it with the Baltimore plat- 
form, will have the approval of the 
House Democratic majority. 
N Senator Stone, in opposing the bill, 
declared it was in reality not an in- 
dependence measure at all because of 
the extension provision, and offered an 
amendment for immediate and uncon- 
ditional independence.

As passed the bill carries a provision 
authorizing the President, when inde- 
pendence is granted, to negotiate trea- 
ties needed te adjust all property rights 
of citizens of the United States and 
other countries in the islands and to ac- 
quire such naval bases and coaling sta- 
tions within that territory as he deems 
necessary. 

The Tilipino Legislature would be en- 
larged and the Governor-General would 
have a veto power, such as now rests 
with the Secretary of War. A two- 
thirds vote of the Legislature would de 
needed to overrule it. The President 
would have the right to interpose an 
absolut: veto within six months. 

Free Exports to United States. 

No restrictions are imposed upon the 
Legislature's power to levy export du- 
ties, except that they cannot be levied 
on exports to the United States. A 
limit of $17,000,000 is placed on the pub- 
lic indebtedness, which permits the is- 
suance of new bonds to replace the $7,- 
000,000 Friar land bonds, now being re- 
tired. 

The bill would increase the right of 
suffrage from the present 250,000 to ap- 
proximately 700,000 by extending it to 
any citizen able to read and write a 
native language. Polygamous marriages 
and the import, sale or manufacttre of 
intoxicating drinks or drugs, except the 
native beverages, would be forever pro- 
hibited and no laws could be passed 
that would permit religious discrimina- 
tion, slavery or the creation of a no- 
bility.

DETECTIVE CHADEAYNE SAYS HE 
DID NOT LEAVE EAST ST. LOUIS 


Man Sought as Witness at Inquest In- 
to Death of Mrs. Jewel Evans De- 
clares He Didn’t Knew He Was 
Wanted. 


Claude C. Chadeayne, Chief of De- 
tectives in East St. Louis, who has 
been sought to testify at the inquest 
into the death of Mrs, Jewel Evans, 
Thursday morning, at the home of her 
sister, Mrs. James Fagan, 40 Columbia 
place, called at the Bast St. Louis 
office of the Post-Dispatch this morn- 
ing. He said he had been in town all 
the time and did not know until he 
read it in the Post-Dispatch last night 
that he was wanted as a witness. 

Chadeayne said that while he was 
being sought, he met policemen and 
spoke to them and rode on cars with 
detectives, and none of them told him 
he was wanted. 

He admitted that he was a friend of 
the dead woman. He went to see her 
a week ago Friday, he said, and found 
her sick. After that he visited her 
every day until Wednesday, when she 
was taken to the home of her sister. 

An illegal operation has been declared 
to have caused Mrs. Evans’ death. Mrs. 
Fagan testified at the inquest that her 
sister named two East St. Louis physi- 
clans and that one of them admitted to 
her that he had performed an operation. 
The Coroner’s jury returned an open 
verdict. 

Chadeayne called up Assistant State’s 
Attorney Dan Webb last night and 
promised to call at the State’s Attor- 
ney’s office today. State’s Attorney 
Webb will lay the evidence before the 
grand jury.
